THE GREAT BATTLES IN VIRGINIA. 

The news received yesterday by iho Rus- 
sian corvette, allboug,h ul scarcely uny later 
date than that already published from the 
seat of war, throws some additional light on 
that terrific battle which was terminated by 
the darkness of the night ol the 10th. From 
the commencement of the series of battles, 
already alluded to by us, till tho fulling back 
of the Confederals on tbe night in question, 
history may be challenged to produce un ir- 
elanco of so lengthened and terrible a con- 
flict. Jl has been customary for military 
critics in the old world to sDoer at tho opera- 
tions of tho two great belligerents on tho 
American continent, becauso forsootn tho 
peo(.Io were Republicans nod unused to 
•landing armies; but whatever may have been 
the characteristic ol the early struggles in 
this civil war, the gigantic contests which 
have subsequently taken place prove to the 
world that meo can be killed in just 
as elfeclivo a manner on the rugged 
aoil ol Virginia us on tho plains ol 
Marathon or the field of Waterloo. In 
only two of the six days' fighting the New 
York Tribune computes the number of killed 
and wounded of the Federal urmy at 25,000. 
The four remaining days would certainly bring 
it up to 35,000. Wbeu wo consider that the 
attacks durit g this conflict were principally 
on the side of tho Confederates, and in the 
majority of cases repulsed with great loss, 
we cannot put Lee's killed and wounded 
down at any less than that of the Federals ; 
the probabilities ure indeed in lavor ol 
their being greater. 

Seventy thousand men in less than a week 
rendered iiors du combat must satisfy the mosl 
blood-thirsty of critics. Seventy thousand men 
in the prime ol life, to be thrown into pits or 
laid up in hospitals— to moulder on the bat- 
tlefield, or drag through existence in a muti- 
lated shape — aud all to form but o prelude 
to a "decisive battle I" Day after day the 
armed hosts have collided ; night after nighl 
the fragments have been picked up or sum- 
marily disposed of; until at length wo find 
in less than six days' fighting the third of the 
two combined armies cither killed or wound 
ed. After reading the despatches, torse and 
callous as they are, wo aro struck with the 
desperate determination as well as the ion 
raense carnage of this lust campaign to Rich- 
mond. During the first two days, on accouni 
of tho nature of the ground, there was no 
artillery used, and tha hand to hand conflict 
bad lo decide the day. As tbe Coutaderates 
were beaten from their thickets aud a more 
open country presented itself to the combat" 
ante, the batteries came into play ; but there 
appears on the whole to have been less 
artillery employed than in any previous en- 
gagements. Tho principal features, indied. 
are thosu in which former contests wete 
deemed most lacking — the bayonet charge. 
The Confederates were most frequently on the 
offensive, although in ovcry case they lost 
the position they had held in the morning. 
Gradually and slowly beaten back, our last 
news leaves them still retiring, and still de- 
fiant, while the Federals with increased 
prestige, are slowly following up with equally 
grim determination their obstiuate loe. Tli* 
11th of May ut-hers in a duy fraught with 
fearful suspense lo iho people ol Richmond, 
and with grave anxiety to the inhabitants ol 
every town and city of the Federul States. 

In uo circumstance of life are tho Ireaks ol 
fortune more potent than ou the field ol 
slaughter. It may be that llie God of Battles 
is in favor, as Napoleon would huve it, of lite 
general with tho greatest artillery, but we ell 
know that t tie death of a emmander, the mis 
tako of an order, or any ol the thousand and 
one trivial things that may occur with the best 
management will sometimes reveise the whole 
fortunes of a day. It is, therefore, with 
nnxicty and suspense the people of the North 
em States have been wailing lor the issue of 
this important 11th of May- The leault may 
be decisive, or it may be simply a repetition 
of any one of the previous days Both armies 
have been greatly weakened, aud conclusive 
victory is merely a question, us wc have pre- 
viously remarked, ol reinloicematits. While,

THE CAPTURE OP QUAHLE9. 

From a K enUenmn who was an eyo-wil- 
I iiosj of nil that occurred ou board the Klizu 
J Anderson on Tuesday, we gather the follow- 
ing additional facts: 

Tbo Andoraon arrived at Port Town-end 
In search of the fugitive about S p.m., al 
which time it is known thai Quarlea meat 
hare been still on the trail afoot and alone. 
After the steamer bad waited halfun-hour, 
■oinu of tii o parties: on board begun to 
fear that they wctu " oil the track," 
while other s relied upon the information 
which hud been obtained at the Dungcnesii, 
Light-house, where Quarloa passed the pre- 
vious aiulit. All suspensn, howover, wa s 
soon removed, as Quarks suddenly presented 
himself on board, having first enquired at th; 
hotel vrhera tho steamer was hound to, and 
been informed by persons at the hotel that 
sho was bound up the Sound. Quarks, un 
getting on hoard, did not meet Capt. Finch 
or any of the passengers, und commenced 
pacing tho deck, nnd peering into every cabin 
window as he passed with an uir of anxiety. 
When Mr. Ddnnison came on board, Quarles 
rocogniscd him and spoke to him. enquiring 
if he had a Victoria paper ; Mr. Deunison 
supplied him with one, nnd ho tool: it into 
the lower dining-cabin, and remained leading 
it until tan p.m. without nddres-infi any- 
body, when fie retired to rest in the state- 
room, and remained thorc ttn'il the stea- 
mer urrived alongside LSrodriek's wharf. 

Our Informant states that his eye was upon 
Quarles most of the time alter he cauio un 
board, and that he did not 6ee him speak to 
Copt. Piuch or any person on board except 
Mr. Deunison. He paid no hire to the Cap- 
tain or any person on board, nor did he offer 
to do so, or make any enquiries of those on 
hoard as to tho steniner's destination. Not 
the slightest nttempt was made by any per- 
son on board, so far as our informant could 
observe, to decoy or deceive the unhappy 
man, who quite voluntarily placed his heud 
in the noose.

At 10:30 a, m. yesterday, Quarks was 
brought belore J. L. Wood, Esq., acting sti- 
pendiary magistrate. The prisoner entered 
the dock with a firm step, nnd appeared quilo 
calm nnd oollected. Mr. John Copland ap- 
peared for the dckticc, and Mr. Robt. Bishop 
on behalf ol the creditors of the estato. The 
enquiry created much interest, and a large: 
number of persons collected to hear the pro- 
ceedings They were, however, disappointed, 
as Superintendent Smith applied lor a re- 
mand, as he was not prepared with the e r i- 
dence, and sevi ral other ohargea of a similar 
nature wcro to be preferred The magistrate 
accordingly remanded tho prisoner for 24 
hours.

Wast ok Punctual itt. — Several jurors 
called upou to net yesterday in the caso of 
Carswcll ». Mclnnes, complained, and not 
without cause, ol their timo being needlessly 
■wasted in wailing for some ol the counsel to 
appear. It should be burne in mind by our 
worthy limbs of the law, that our jurors con- 
sist principally of a class of men whose tiTo 
during business hours is to them of the 
greatest value; and that by indulging in pro- 
oraBtiriating propensities, they are materially 
injuring thoao selected tor the duty. It is 
tbeieloro to be hoped thul in future his Honor 
will proceed with iho business of the Court, 
whether counsel attend or not, or throw uui 
the cubes. A few decisive step* of ibis son 
would soon bring about tho desired end, and 
compel all concerned to be as punctual as 
they are obliged to be in other pluces. 

Tun Human Columbian Postal Oriii- 
KANDE. — The ordinance regulating the trans- 
mission of letters and newspapers in British 
Columbia has been short,, by tho govern- 
ment, of its newspaper prohibition.

Ahrivai. or this Russian Flag Ship.— 
Tho Russian steam corvette Bogalyz, 21 
guns, carrying tho flag ol Admiral Popolf, 
Admiral of the Pacific squadron, arrived in 
Esquimalt harbor yesterday morning, at half- 
past eight o'clock, from San Francisco direct, 
having left that port on the morning of the 
Uth inst. Ou arriving in the harbor she 
firod a salute of 21 guns, which was im- 
mediately responded to by H. M. S. Tribune. 
Tho Tribune theu saluted Admiral Popofl's 
llag with the usual salve of 13 guns, which 
the corvello acknowledged in return. The 
Bogatyz is a lurge and very handsome vessel, 
of 2.100 tons register; she crew 21 guns, 
of very heavy metul, and a cargo of 340 men.

Mr. Ring, ii/slrncted by Mr. Bishop, ap- 
peared for the plaintiff, and the Atlornoy- 
(Jonoral, with whom was Mr. MeOreighl, in -

The following special jury was empanelled

The defendant dcuied the debt, and put in 
a number of pleas.

There is no such entry in the 
British Columbia books as 81200. This 
sum was a loan from the Nanairno busine.'s 
to the British Columbian business, nnd 
■was entered in the Nanaimo cash- 
book by me, by Mr. Mclnnes' orders; 
(book produced), 'f think that was the book. 
I gave a general order lo Mr. Muir, Mr. 
CarswelPs agent, in a letter. 1 often received 
at Nanaimo goods from Muir. Used to re- 
mil money down regularly te Muir and Uc 
Innes. Was absent when the Nuuaimo | 
business was wound up, bul was there when 
Mr. Culverwell Bold the business, under judg- 
uiont of the Hudson Boy Company. After 
he, defendant, euid ho had settled with his 
creditors, he received gome of his debts from 
different parlies, I think twoumounts, mak- 
ing about i-lo ut that timo ho had also a 
minnie ri fie, und claimed money from Mr.
